Vehicle Decontamination Questionaire. 


Ps 
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What would you do if you had driven your vehicle 
over a contaminated piece of ground ? 


I would swab of the gas contamination with a rag, 
cotton waste, or tufts of grass, and then apply 
bleach. 


What would you do if none of these methods were 
available ? 


I would run the vehicle through mud and then wash 
it off, or else remove the contamination by skid 
turns. 


What war gases would vou be likely to encounter if 
spray was used against you ? 


All the blister gases, but mainly Mustard Gas 


What two likely methods used by the enemy could 
contaminate your vehicle? 


Aircraft spray or ground contamination. 


If the metal parts of vour vehicle had been contam- 
inated, what would you do? 


I would swab the blister gas off with a rag soaked in 
petrol, 


Would you use bleach ? 
No. 
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Why? 


Because bleach corrodes metal. 


But suppose that you were desperately short of 
petrol, could you use bleach then ? 


Yes, but would let the bleach stay on the metal for 
ten minutes only. 


Suppose that it wasa hot day and you had the hood 
of the driving cabin up. Spray is suddenly used 
against you, when you are out of the vehicle. 
When you inspect the cabin, you find it is badly 
contaminated. What would you do? 


I would swab all metal parts with petrol. 


What about the seats ? 


I would swab them down, and turn them upside 
down, asking for them to be exchanged when I 
arrived back at the Unit. 


What would you do if the canvas hood had been 
contaminated ? 


I would apply bleach paste inside and out if it had 
not been heavily contaminated, and allow it to 
weather if it had only been lightly contaminated. 


Suppose the woodworks had been contaminated. 
What then? 


I would apply a thin coating of bleach first, and 
then apply a thick coating. 
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Why do you apply a thin coat first, 
So that it can soak in and destroy any of the blister 
gas which may have penetrated the wood. 


After the first coat, you say-you use a thick coating. 
Why ? 


To form a seal. 

In decontaminating your vehicle, would you wear 
anti-gas gloves ? 

Yes. 


What if anti-gas gloves were not to be had? 

I would run anti-gas ointment into my hands, so 
that a thin film covered them, 

How would you be able to tell instantly whether 
your vehicle had been sprayed ? 


By the Detector Paint on the bonnet reacting. 


How would it react ? 


Drops of blister gas would show up as dark red 
spots, 


If you had been sprayed, and were expecting to be 
sprayed again, how would you distinguish be- 
tween old spots and new spots on the Detector 
Paint ? 


I would mark the old spot. 
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How ? 

By ringing them with a pencil mark. 

What would you do with any old swabs that you 
had used ? 

Burn or bury them. 

After you had finished decontaminating your 
vehicle, what would you do yourself ? 

Carry out personal decontamination, 


In the presence of Gas wear your Respirator. 


Remember that workshop personnel, when repairing or 
inspecting vehicles, can be affected by persistent gases, 


through negligence of Decontamination.
